during the week ended 27th December 1958, the births of 907 living children, and 


‘of 26 stillborn children, 475 marriages and 690 deaths. In the case of births, still- 


births and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence. ‘The 
equivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) is 18.2 per thousand of the 
population, the marriage-rate 9.5 and the death-rate 13.8. (he number of still- 
births corresponds to a rate of 28 per thousand total births registered (including 
stillborn). 

_ The birth-rate of the week is 2.9 less than in the previous week, but 0.4 above 


the five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 4.0 more than in the previous week, 


but 5.4 below the average. The death-rate is 1.0 less than in the previous week, 


but 0.4 above the average.

nant) numbered 107, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 2.1 
per thousand. This death-rate is 0.1 more than in the previous week, and 0.8 


above the average. 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 42, being 10 more than 
in the previous week. Of these, 20 were aged 0-6 days and 6 were aged 7-27 days. 
Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 428, and are 13 fewer 


than in the previous week. 


Deaths due to causes other than natural causes numbered 35, and are 9 more
